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EXPORTS HIGHER IN APRIL 


T HAS already been announced that United Kingdom exports 
in April were valued at £214-8 million £6-3 million, or 3 per cent. 
higher than the monthly rate in the first three months of 1953, 


and {1-7 million higher than in the final quarter of last year. This 
result was achieved in spite of the loss of two working days at 
Easter, the number of days in April being 24 as against an average 
of nearly 26 in each of the previous two quarters. Allowing for 
this, the rate of exports in April was the highest for a year. All the 
increase in the month compared with the first quarter was in exports 
of manufactures. Exports of food were nearly £1 million less in 
April than the rate in the previous three months and £2 million 
less than in the fourth quarter of 1952, while exports of raw materials 
continued at about the same level as in the previous two quarters. 
Among manufactures, exports of metals were {£1 million less than 
the average for the first quarter, but shipments of engineering 
products increased by £6 million, exports of textiles were higher 
and those of other manufactures increased by over £1 million. 

Imports were also higher in April, the recorded value being 
£293-3 million compared with an average of {272-4 million in the 
first quarter and £263-3 million in the second half of 1952. The 
volume is provisionally estimated to be 10 per cent. greater than in 
the first quarter. The total was still over 7 per cent. by value 





Note.—All figures are for imports and exports as recorded in the Trade 
Accounts. They differ from the figures entering into our Balance of Pay- 
ments account mainly because recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) include 
insurance and freight paid to United Kingdom residents ; there are also 
significant differences of timing and of coverage between the two sets of 
figures. The excess of recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports is 
not therefore the visible trade deficit shown in the Balance of Payments 
nor does it show the influence of invisibles. 


below the level of the first half of last year, although the volume was 
probably nearly 7 per cent. greater. Nearly all the increase in 
April over the rate in the first quarter was in imports of food, drink 
and tobacco. An increase of £3 million in imports of raw materials 
was largely offset by a further decline of £2 million in those of 
manufactures, which were running in April at only three-quarters 
of the rate in the first half of 1952, before the import restrictions 
imposed in November 1951 and March 1952 had fully taken effect. 

Re-exports in April were £8-9 million. The excess of imports 
valued c.i.f. over exports and re-exports, valued f.o.b., was, therefore, 
£69-5 million ; the average monthly excess in the first four months 
of the year was {57-6 million, compared with an average of {63-0 
million in the year 1952. 

In January and February 1953 the whole of the decrease in exports 
as compared with the fourth quarter of 1952 was in shipments to 
non-sterling countries. In March, on the other hand, the increase 
over the previous two months was 2 per cent. for exports to the 
sterling area but 4 per cent. for those to the non-sterling world. 
This relative improvement in shipments to non-sterling countries 
was carried further in April with the result that, according to 
provisional estimates, the rate of export to the non-sterling area in 
that month had recovered to the level of the last quarter of 1952, 
while exports to the sterling area, about equal to those in March, 
showed a slight improvement over the rate in the first quarter of 
this year and the last of 1952. On the import side, nearly four-fifths 
of the increase in April as compared with the first quarter was in 
arrivals from the sterling area. The whole of the increase in the 
rate of imports between the second half of 1952 and the first quarter 
of 1953 was also in sterling imports, so that in April these were 21 per 
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cent. above the level of July to December, while non-sterling imports 
were only 3 per cent. above both the second half of last year and the 
first quarter of 1953. 


Details of Exports 
Metals = 


Exports of metals in April were about £1 million or 4 per cent. less 
than the monthly average in the first quarter, which in turn showed a 
similar decline from the level in the fourth quarter of 1952. Lower 
shipments of iron and steel and manufactures again accounted for 
most of the decrease which was particularly noteworthy in exports to 
Australia, New Zealand and the British West Indies ; there was, 
however, an increase of over 60 per cent. in shipments to Canada

following the seasonally low level of the winter months. All the 
decrease in iron and steel exports can be accounted for by reduced 
shipments of tinplate at a somewhat lower price ; exports of wrought 
tubes and of construction materials for railways, etc., showed some 
compensating increase. 

Nearly half the decline in exports of non-ferrous metals in April

was due to a fall of about 30 per cent. in shipments of tin as compared 
with the previous three months. Exports of aluminium were 
maintained but there was some further decline in exports of brass. 


Engineering Products 


The increase of £6 million, or 7 per cent., in exports of engineering 
products in April compared with the monthly average in the first 
quarter was mainly due to a rise of £4 million in the value of vehicles 
exported. Of this, £1 million was accounted for by more exports of 
passenger cars, all to Canada, and £2 million by an increased tonnage 
of steam and motor vessels, mainly to Norway. There were also 
useful increases in exports of agricultural tractors, largely to Western 
European countries, and of locomotives and aircraft. 

Exports of machinery accounted for the remainder of the improve- 
ment in engineering Products in April, the main increases over the 
first quarter being in shipments of electric generating sets and 
generators and of agricultural machinery, especially combine- 
harvesters. There were substantial increases in exports of machinery 
to South Africa and Canada and, to a smaller extent, to India and 
France. There was some decline in April in exports of electric

cables, but otherwise there was no great change from the first quarter 
in the remaining groups of engineering products. 


Textiles 


Exports of textiles increased by some £700,000 in April over the 
monthly average in the previous quarter, most of the improvement 
being in exports of cotton goods, especially finished thread. Exports 
of wool goods to most countries declined, but there were compensating 
increases in shipments to the United States, Canada and India. 
Artificial silk exports increased a little and so did those of other 
textiles, but exports of apparel were slightly lower in April than in 
the first quarter. 


Other Manufactures 


Exports of pottery, mainly china and earthenware, and glass were 
higher in April than the average of the earlier months of the year. 
Exports of refined petroleum, chiefly fuel oil, were £1 million less. 
Other groups of manufactures showed little change from the first 
quarter except for miscellaneous manufactures. The latter registered 
an increase of nearly £2 million in April, two-thirds of which was 
due to increased shipments of arms and ammunition and half of the 
remainder to more exports of plastic materials. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco were nearly £1 million less in 
April than in the first quarter, much of the decrease being accounted 
for by a seasonal drop in exports of seed potatoes and hops. Raw 
material exports were very close to previous levels. 


Exports to North America 


The outstanding feature of the export returns for April is the increase 
in shipments to North America and especially to Canada. The 
provisional total for the month was £29°8 million of which £16-0 
million represented exports to Canada. ‘These figures compared with 
monthly averages of {24-1 million and £113 million respectively in 
the first quarter and {25-7 million and £12-6 million in the last quarter 
of 1952. Exports to Canada tend to be seasonally low in the early 
months of the year, but they had not fallen to very low levels in 1953. 
‘The normal seasonal recovery in April carried them to a level higher 
than any recorded previously, while exports to the United States were 
also at a rate exceeded only in October and March last year and in 
April 1951. 

As was to be expected the improvement was most marked for the 
bulkier commodities, metals and engineering products, the trade in 
which is most likely to be disturbed by the freezing of the St. Lawrence. 
These categories accounted for an increase of over £3 million in 
exports to Canada in April compared with the previous quarter, over 
half of this being attributable to vehicles. By contrast, exports of 
vehicles to the United States were down a little on the monthly average 
in the first quarter, other capital goods groups showing small 
increases. ‘The principal increase for the United States was in exports 
of wool goods to £1,322,000. 


Details of Imports 


Food, drink and tobacco 


Imports of food, drink and tobacco were valued at £120 million in 
April compared with £99 million a month in the first quarter and £91 
million in the second half of 1952, although to some extent the 
increases were of a seasonal nature. The largest increase, of £8 
million, was in imports of tobacco, which had remained at a very low 
level since 1951. ‘The whole of this increase was in arrivals of un- 
manufactured tobacco from the United States. Almost as large an 
increase was recorded in imports of miscellaneous foods, the principal 
item being unrefined sugar, arrivals of which totalled £12 million in 
April against an average of £6 million in the previous three months ; 
over two-thirds of the increased arrivals were from Cuba and the 
Dominican Republic, and there was over £1 million more from both 
Australia and the British West Indies. In the same group, imports 
of tinned and bottled fruit increased by nearly £1 million. Imports 
of meat again increased in April, being over £2 million or 10 per cent. 
higher chan the rate in the first quarter and £5 million more than in 
the second half of 1952. This was wholly due to heavier arrivals of 
mutton and lamb from New Zealand. An increase of nearly £2 
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million in imports of dairy produce in April compared with the 
average in the previous three months was attributable to more butter, 
chiefly from Denmark but to a smaller extent from Australia and New 
Zealand as well. Some increase in cheese imports was offset by a 
decline in arrivals of shell eggs after the seasonal flush in the first 
quarter. Imports of oranges decreased in quantity in April from the 
high first quarter average and nuts also arrived in rather smaller 
quantity ; but increased imports of apples, pears, new potatoes and 
tomatoes made the total for fresh fruit and vegetables nearly £2 
million higher. Imports of raw cocoa continued in April at the high 
level of previous months and those of cocoa preparations increased

by nearly £1 million. Arrivals of coffee from East Africa also 
increased, more than balancing a decrease in similar imports from 
Brazil. Imports of grain and flour in April were £2 million less 
than the average in the first quarter because of a falling off in imports 
of American maize. 


Raw Materials 


Imports of raw materials were already at a high level in the first 
quarter of 1953, largely because of exceptionally heavy arrivals of raw 
wool. Wool imports in April did not quite reach the level of the 
previous three months but the weight of arrivals in the first four months 
of 1953 was 26 per cent. greater than in the corresponding period of 
1948, hitherto the highest since the end of the war. ‘The principal 
increase in raw material imports in April compared with the first 
quarter was one of nearly £3 million in seasonal arrivals of whale oil. 
Imports of raw rubber were nearly £2 million down, a reduction of 
25 per cent. in quantity being reinforced by lower prices. Imports 
of iron ore and scrap and of non-ferrous ores (mainly tin ore and 
concentrates) each increased by £1 million in April over the first 
quarter’s average. Other principal raw materials (cotton, timber, 
woodpulp, hides and skins) came to about the same value in April 
as the monthly average in the first quarter. 


Other Imports 


Lower imports in April of metals, both ferrous and non-ferrous, 
accounted for a fall in the value of imports of manufactures of nearly 
£2 million compared with the first quarter. Indeed, nearly all the 
£9 million decrease in the April figure for manufactures compared 
with the second half of 1952 was due to the decline in arrivals of metals. 
Imports of machinery in April were £1 million below the rate of the 
first quarter chiefly because of a reduction in machine tools, mainly 
from the United States. Part of these decreases were offset by 
increases in April in imports of Indian jute manufactures and Canadian 
newsprint. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on May 20* and further analysis of the figures will be found 
in the form of tables in the monthly Report on Overseas Trade for 
Junet due to be published on or about June 18.

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London Fashion Fortnight Opens 
Next Week 


THE SIXTH London Fashion Fortnight opens next Wednesday, 

May 27, and continues with a break for the Coronation on June 
1 and 2 until Wednesday, June 10. Already 438 replies have been 
received from the buyers of departmental stores and speciality fashion 
shops abroad accepting the mailed invitation to visit the Fortnight. 
The number of overseas buyers who have written to say they are 
going to attend is a new record, showing an increase of 76 on last 
year. This result justifies the faith of the British clothing industry 
in putting on their most ambitious parade of autumn fashions at the 
height of the Coronation festivities. 

When London Fashion Fortnight was in its infancy many people 
engaged in the clothing trade thought that not more than 50 genuinely 
interested overseas buyers would find it worth their while travelling 
to Britain for these autumn wholesale displays. When in the spring 
of 1952 balance of payment difficulties forced Australia to restrict 
her imports from the United Kingdom, and our exports to New 
Zealand and South Africa were also limited, many foretold the end of 
the Fortnight. In spite of these gloomy forecasts London Fashion 
Fortnight has established itself in the diaries of overseas customers 
as a major event in their buying calendar. 

This year the North American market (Canada and the United States) 
is showing considerable interest and more than 60 buyers from these 
countries will be in London for the Fortnight. Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa, in spite of the restrictions on imporis into their 
countries, have sent more than 100 buyers to study new trends in 
British fashions. 

Among the events of the Fortnight are parades of coats, suits, 
dresses, lingerie, swimsuits and rainwear ; receptions by the British 
Rayon and Synthetic Fibres Federation, the Silk and Rayon Users’ 
Association, British Vogue Export Book and the Design and Research 
Centre for the Gold, Silver and Jewellery Industries ; and exhibitions 
of women’s and children’s hosiery and knitwear, fabric and fashion 
in wool, cotton, silk, rayon and synthetic fibres, and a men’s wear 
show representing all branches of the textile industry. 

London Fashion Fortnight will conclude with a reception for 
overseas buyers by Her Majesty’s Government at Lancaster House 
when the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
and Mrs. Thorneycroft will receive the guests. 


Census of Production for 1950 


HE FIRST sections of the Census of Production for 1950 were 


published by H.M. 
W.C.2, on May 20. 
and “Vol. 4: 
(price 2s.) 

The report on the census for 1950 will contain separate particulars 
of 151 trades in twelve volumes, on similar lines to the census for 
1949. The census for 1950 includes the scrap metal trade, which 
was not included in the census for 1949, but does not include the 
building and contracting trades (or the civil engineering work of 
transport undertakings etc.). 

The Introductory Notes describe and explain the scope and methods 
of the census, the basis of the questions asked, the calculations made 
in compiling the figures shown in the trade reports, and the special 
treatment of ‘‘overlap” trades, i.e. those in which a high proportion 
of firms were within the fields both of the census of production and 
the census of distribution. 

Volume 4 “Engineering, Shipbuilding, and Electrical Goods” 
covers the following trades :—shipbuilding and ship repairing ; 
marine engineering; machine tools; textile machinery and accessories; 
small arms; constructional engineering ; mechanical handling 
equipment; printing and bookbinding machinery ; mechanical 
engineering ; mechanical engineering (repairing) ; electrical en- 
gineering ; electric wires and cables ; radio and telecommunications ; 
batteries and accumulators ; electric lighting accessories and fittings.

Deputation from North-East Region 


on Durham’s Problems 


THE Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, received a deputation from the Northern Industrial 

Group and the North-East Development Association led by their 

President, Lord Ridley, at the House of Commons on May 13. 

The members of the deputation were Lord Ridley, Sir Mark 
Hodgson, Professor G. H. J. Daysh, Alderman G. A. Rose, Councillor 
S. Woodhall, Brigadier R. F. Were, together with Councillor E. 
Colgin, who represented the Durham County Council. Mr. W. 
Whitley, and Mr. J. D. Murray, were also present. Mr. Strauss was 
accompanied by officials of the Board of Trade. 

Lord Ridley stressed that West Durham, particularly North-West 
Durham, was bound to be faced with a problem in future years due 
to the decline in coal mining. The deputation sought from the 
Board of Trade an assurance that they recognized this problem and 
that they had sufficient information about the decline of mining to 
enable them to take measures to deal with the problems that would 
arise from it. Finally they asked whether the Board of Trade in- 
tended to use the powers of the Distribution of Industry Acts when 
the problem arose. 

Mr. Strauss said that the Board of Trade had long been aware of 
the future problem in West Durham and they welcomed the detailed 
study which had been made available by the enterprise of the Northern 
Industrial Group. The position was under review by the National 
Coal Board who were discussing the question within the industry 
but it could not yet be foreseen where, when and to what extent the 
problem will actually arise. The Board of Trade and other Govern- 
ment Departments concerned were watching these developmerits 
closely and the provisions of the Distribution of Industry Acts would 
be used as necessary. He hoped that the Northern Industrial Group 
themselves would continue their researches and consider whether 
some of the existing industries of the North-East might not undertake 
some expansion, perhaps into new lines of production. 


Inquiry Into Marking of Imported 
Jute and Cotton Cloth 


ON March 12,1953 the Board of Trade gave a Direction providing 

that the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No 10 Order, 
1934, should not apply to imported woven piece-goods wholly or 
mainly of jute, and that the methods of marking prescribed in the 
Order should be amended in respect of imported woven piece-goods 
wholly or mainly of cotton in the loom state. 

The question whether the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) 
No. 10 Order, 1934, should be amended, either in accordance with 
the terms of the above Direction or otherwise, having been referred 
to the Standing Committee appointed by the Board of Trade and 
representations having been received on the subject from certain 
interests concerned, the Committee will hold an inquiry into the matter 
at 10.30 a.m. on Tuesday, June 16, 1953. The inquiry will be held 
at Thames House North, Millbank, London, S.W.1.

Note.—Directions made by the Board of Trade under the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1926, are always provisional in character.

whether the Directions should be made permanent by incorporating them 
in the appropriate Order. 


Ministers and Farmers Discuss 
Horticultural Tariff 


THE President of the Board of Trade and the Minister of Agriculture 
met representatives of the National Farmers’ Union on May 14 to 
review progress on the examination of the application for a revision 
of the United Kingdom tariffs on horticultural produce. 
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Production Increased Steadily in First Quarter 


UTPUT in the cotton industry for the month of March showed a 

further improvement but was still well below the best 1951 level. 

Employment in March again increased after a slight fall in 
February. 

Of the reduction in the rate of production per working day of all 
single yarn between the peak in November 1951 and the lowest figure 
during the recession, some 60 per cent. had been made good by 
March 1953, bringing the rate for that month within 20 per cent. of 
the peak level. The extent of the recovery, however, was not the 
same for all types of single yarn. Production of cotton (excluding 
waste) yarns was still 28 per cent. below the peak level, while produc- 
tion of waste yarn was only about 10 per cent. below the peak, and 
rayon and mixture yarns were being spun at a rate about a third more 
than the maximum before the recession. As a result, in March 
single rayon and mixture yarns represented almost 17 per cent. of 
the total of all single yarns produced, whereas in the last quarter of 
1951 the proportion was only 10 per cent. Weekly production of 
all single yarns has shown an upward movement so far this year, 
interrupted only by a slight fall in the second week of February and 


during the two weeks affected by Easter. The latest figure for the 
week ending May 2, 1953, was 19-03 million Ibs. 


Production of doubled cotton yarn, which was more severely 
affected during the recession than single yarn, has since shown less 
improvement. In March the rate of production was only 65 per cent. 
of the peak recorded in September 1951. 


In weaving, the production per working day in March represented 
about 80 per cent. of the peak level. As in spinning the percentage 
of rayon and mixtures showed an increase. Of total cloth production, 
rayon and mixtures represented 25 per cent. at the end of 1951, 
a proportion which showed little change until June 1952, when it 
began to rise, reaching 30 per cent. in March of this year. 


Since mid-1952 the only check to the rising employment in this 
industry was in February when there was a drop of about 750. The 
figures show that by March 1953 employment in the spinning section 
had risen to 83 per cent. and in the weaving section to 86 per cent. 
of the 1951 peak levels.

U.K. Position in European Payments 


Union 


HE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 


month of April has now taken place. The operation disclosed a 
United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £15,260,357 (42,729,000 
units of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar) which 
reduces the United Kingdom’s cumulative accounting deficit with 
E.P.U. to £281,433,571. This surplus is settled as to 50 per cent. by 
the receipt of gold from the Union and as to 50 per cent. by the re- 
duction of the credit previously extended to the United Kingdom by 
the Union. Accordingly, the United Kingdom has received gold 
amounting to {7,630,357 and has repaid credit amounting to 


£7,630,000. 


The total amount of gold paid by the United Kingdom to the Union 
has thus been reduced to £87,716,786 as follows :—

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Imports of Raw Cotton on Private 
Account 


HE Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers No. 558, 

that as from June 1, 1953, bona-fide merchants, and spinners who 
have contracted out from the centralized buying of the Raw Cotton 
Commission, will be allowed to import raw cotton from “ non- 
sterling, non-dollar ” sources as defined in paragraph 2 below without 
limit, as they can already from the sterling area. 

2. Spinners who have contracted out for either all or part of their 
requirements of cotton and bona-fide merchants may apply im- 
mediately for Open Individual Licences to import, during the period 
June 1 to August 31, 1953, raw cotton originating in :— 

Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Argentina, Belgian Congo, Brazil, 
China, Egypt, French Equatorial Africa, Greece, Persia, 
Paraguay, Peru, Syria, Turkey, U.S.S.R. 

and consigned from all countries other than :— 

Bolivia, Canada (including Newfoundland), Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Liberia, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, United States of America, 
Venezuela. 

3. Applications for import licences should be made on Form 
I.L.B./A. which can be obtained from the Cotton Entitlement 
Organization, Room 576/7, 5th Floor, The Royal Exchange, Man- 
chester, from the Import Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 43 
Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, the Board of Trade Offices for 
Scotland and Wales or the Regional Offices. (A list of these was 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on April 25, page 868.) 
The Form I.L.B./A should be completed only to the following 
extent :— 

Page 1: in full. The words ‘‘ Non-sterling non-dollar Cotton,” 
should be entered just above the words ‘‘ Application for 
Import Licence.” 

Page 3: (and copy pages below): name and full postal address, 
applicant’s reference number and under “ Description of 
Goods ”’ the words ‘‘ Raw Cotton” should be entered. The 
remaining spaces should be left blank. 

4. Any applicant who has not previously obtained a licence to 
import non-sterling cotton and is, therefore, not in possession of a 
general authorization from the Raw Cotton Commission to sell non- 
sterling cotton should lodge his application with the Cotton Entitle- 
ment Organization at the address given in paragraph 3 ; the Organiza- 
tion will obtain the authorization on his behalf and will attach it to 
the application which will then be sent direct to the Import Licensing 
Branch, Board of Trade.

previous quarter and 10 per cent. compared with a year ago. The 
figures of both entrances and clearances were the highest recorded 
for a first quarter since 1939. 

Foreign tonnage accounted for 44 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo, the proportion for the first and fourth quarters of 1952 
being 44 and 41 per cent. respectively. For clearances with cargo 
the proportion was 37 per cent. compared with 34 per cent. in the 
last quarter of 1952 and 33 per cent. for the corresponding period 


last year. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


The daily average rate of all vessels recorded as entering in ballast 
during the first quarter (45,000 tons net) was 4 per cent. less than in

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the previous quarter (due to the seasonal fall in the figure for vessels 
disembarking passengers only) but was 10 per cent. more than in the 
corresponding period last year. ‘The daily average tonnage of vessels 
which entered with passengers only, although 33 per cent. less than 
in the previous quarter showed an increase of 28 per cent. compared 
with the first quarter of 1952 and was the highest figure for a first 
quarter since 1946, For vessels calling solely for bunkers the daily 
average was 10 per cent. higher than in the previous period but 50 per 
cent. lower than in the first quarter of 1952. 

Total clearances in L allast in the first quarter of 1953 averaged 
91,000 tons net daily, 2 per cent. more than in the previous quarter 
but nearly 4 per cent. less than in the first quarter of 1952. There 
was the usual seasonal fall in the daily average of vessels embarking pas-

sengers only, which declined by 22 per cent. compared with the 
previous quarter, although compared with the corresponding period 
last year there was little change. Vessels clearing with bunkers only 
showed a rise of 5 per cent. over the previous quarter and a fall of 5 
per cent. against the first quarter of 1952. 


Vessels with Cargo (excluding Mail) (Table 3) 
Nationalities of Vessels 


Entrances of vessels with cargo, excluding those with mail only, 
showed an increase compared with the first quarter of 1952. Com- 
monwealth (a) shipping (8,549,000 tons net) was 4 per cent. up and 
foreign shipping (6,525,000 tons net) was 2 per cent. up. Entrances 
of Norwegian shipping (1,298,000 tons net) the highest for any 
individual foreign country increased by 22 per cent. and were the 
highest for any quarter since 1946. United States vessels (792,000 
tons net) and Dutch (729,000 tons net) were the next highest, each 
with an increase of 7 per cent. over the same period last year. Com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1952, substantial increases were also 
recorded for Spanish (82 per cent.) and German (32 per cent.). The 
nationalities showing decreases were Greek (55 per cent.), Finnish 
(23 per cent.), Panamanian (12 per cent.) and Belgian (6 per cent.). 

Clearances of Commonwealth shipping (7,222,000 tons net) and 
foreign shipping (4,090,000 tons net) were 2 per cent. and 20 per 
cent. higher respectively than the figures recorded for the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1952. The highest individual figure of foreign 
clearances with cargo was for Dutch vessels (731,000 tons net) which 
showed an increase of 10 per cent. Norwegian clearances were the 
next highest (534,000 tons net) followed by French (452,000 tons net), 
these being 22 and 13 per cent. higher, respectively. Other out- 
standing increases over last year were Spanish (114 per cent.), 
German (73 per cent.) and United States (53 per cent.). Decreases 
of 6, 14 and 42 per cent. were recorded for Belgian, Finnish and Greek 
nationalities, respectively.

Trading Areas 


The total tonnage of entrances with cargo from all countries in the 
first quarter was somewhat less than in the previous quarter. 
Compared with the first quarter last year entrances were 3 per cent. 
higher, those from Commonwealth countries (4,300,000 tons net) 
being 16 per cent. greater, while those from foreign countries 
(10,700,000 tons net) were slightly lower. Of the fourteen areas 
nine recorded increases over the corresponding period last year, the 
main increases being for West and South Africa (31 per cent.), 
South America—Atlantic Coast (30 per cent.) and Australasia (20 per 
cent.) with six other areas recording increases ranging from 1 to 11 per 
cent. ‘Trading areas which recorded decreases were South and 
Central America—Pacific Coast (40 per cent.), North America— 
Pacific Coast (31 per cent.), West Indies and Central America— 
Atlantic Coast (4 per cent.) and Northern Europe (1 per cent.). 

Total clearances with cargo in the foreign trade to all areas were 
slightly less than in the previous quarter but were 8 per cent. greater 
than in the first quarter of 1952. Clearances to Commonwealth 
countries were almost unchanged compared with the same period a 
year ago but those to foreign countries rose by 13 per cent. Increases 
were recorded for all but three trading areas. The tonnages of 
clearances to the areas distinguished in the American Continent 
(excluding South America—Atlantic Coast) ranged from 11 to 68 
per cent. higher than a year ago. All European, Mediterranean 
and African trading areas, together with the Persian Gulf and India 
showed increases, which ranged from 8 to 36 per cent. The three 
areas recording decreases were Australasia (28 per cent.), South 
America—Atlantic Coast (12 per cent.) and Eastern Asia and Islands 
in the Pacific (7 per cent.). 


Arrivals and Departures (Tables 4 and 5) 
Arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade at the majority of ports in 
the United Kingdom were higher than in the corresponding period 
of 1952. At London there was an increase of 271,000 tons net (7 per 
cent.), while Liverpool and Southampton showed increases of 312,000

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(14 per cent.) and 343,000 (18 per cent.) tons net, respectively. 
Arrivals at Hull were the highest for any quarter for over three years 
and at Bristol the highest for any quarter since the war. Glasgow, 
Belfast and Swansea also recorded higher figures than in the first 
quarter of last year. 

Total departures with cargo in the foreign trade were slightly lower 
than the last quarter of 1952. Compared with the corresponding 
period of 1952, however, they were about 10 per cent. higher. London, 
with an increase of 235,000 tons net recorded the highest figure of 
departures for any quarter since the war as also did Lancaster, 
Manchester and Middlesbrough. The Grimsby figure rose by 
128,000 tons and was the highest for any quarter for over three years, 
while departures from Southampton, Glasgow and Hull were higher 
than in the first quarter of 1952. Among the ports which showed 
decreases in departures compared with the first quarter of 1952 were 
Liverpool with 40,000 tons less, the lowest figure since the second 
quarter of 1949 ; Greenock with 28,000 tons less, the lowest figure 
since the fourth quarter of 1946 and Dover, Folkestone and Harwich 
with decreases of 6,000, 40,000 and 67,000 tons net respectively. 


Coasting Trade (Tables 6 and 7) 


Arrivals and departures with cargo in the coasting trade were 
generally lower than in the previous quarter but compared with the 
corresponding period a year ago, arrivals were slightly higher and 
departures about 4 per cent. lower. About half the ports recorded 
increases in arrivals over a year ago. Bristol, Hartlepool and Middles- 
brough showed the highest quarterly figures since the war but Liver- 
pool, Southampton and Stranraer showed decreases and the figures 
were the lowest since the first quarter of 1950. Departures at about 
two-thirds of the ports were less than the first quarter of last year and 
at Cowes, Southampton, Swansea, Aberdeen, Leith and Stranraer 
the figures were the lowest recorded during the past three years.

March Statistics 


Entrances with cargo in the foreign trade during March 1953 were 
5-5 million tons net, the highest figures since last September and the 
highest figure recorded for the month of March since 1939. The 
daily average showed an increase of 9 per cent. against February 1953 
and 8 per cent. against March 1952. 

Clearances with cargo (3-9 million tons net) were on a daily average 
basis, almost the same as in the previous month but 14 per cent. 
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higher than in March last year and this was the highest figure of 
clearances for March since 1939. 

The daily average of entrances in the foreign trade of vessels in 
ballast was 11 per cent. greater than in the previous month and 13 per 
cent. higher than a year ago, while for clearances the daily average 
was 8 per cent. higher than in February 1953 but 3 per cent. lower than 
in March 1952. 

Arrivals and departures with cargo in the coasting trade were on a 
daily average basis 4 per cent. and 3 per cent. higher, respectively, 
than in February 1953, and 2 per cent. and 6 per cent. higher, 
respectively, than in March 1952. 


Bunkers 


The table below shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped for 
the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade (including fishing 
vessels) during the periods specified. 

The daily average of bunker coal shipped in March was 17 per cent. 
less than in February. Shipment of oil fuel on the same basis was 
16 per cent. lower.

Definitions 


(1) The figures for calendar months in tables 1-4 are subject to amend- 
ment, and such amendments relating to earlier months are carried to the 
aggregated totals and averages for the quarter. It follows that quarterly 
figures will not always be equal to the sum or the average of past monthly 
figures as published. 

Annual and quarterly figures are both provisional for the first 3 months 
after publication. 


(2) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(4) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (3) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(5) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Report of Grant Committee on 
Purchase Tax Valuation 


| JULY last the Chancellor of the Exchequer appointed a Com- 
ittee under the chairmanship of Mr. Frederick Grant, Q.C., to 
review the valuation of goods for the purpose of charging purchase 
tax. Its terms of reference were :— 

“To examine the representations of traders as to the principle of 
assessing purchase tax at a common value level ; and to make recom- 
mendations as to the manner in which this or any alternative principle 
should be applied in valuation for purchase tax, having regard to the 
different points in distribution at which the tax has to be levied.” 
The Committee’s Report has now been published by H.M. Stationery 
Office as a White Paper (Cmd. 8830), price 1s. 9d. 

Under the present law (Section 21 of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1940) 
purchase tax is charged on the wholesale value of the goods and this 
was adopted to provide a common basis of assessment irrespective of 
the different channels through which goods are marketed and of the 
price advantages which may be enjoyed by large buyers. Generally 
speaking the valuations are based on wholesalers’ prices and this 
entails deductions when the tax is calculated from retail prices. It 
also entails additions of “‘uplifts” in many cases, the most common 
ones being (a) where the tax is charged on purchases by the large 
stores and other big buyers at quantity or special prices and (b) where 
manufacturers sell direct to retailers at lower prices than a wholesaler 
would have charged. The “ uplifts ’’ have attracted criticism and the 
Committee has been considering whether the present basis of valuation 
from which they derive should be continued or modified. 

The Committee has examined representations from many trade 
bodies concerned with purchase tax and the Report states that the 
trade views on the question are sharply divided. The Associations 
representing the manufacturers of price maintained goods, whole- 
salers and small retailers wish to have the present valuations con- 
tinued. ‘Those who represent the larger retail organizations and the 
manufacturers of free price goods who sell direct to retailers seek a 
change with the abolition or curtailment of the present “ uplifts.”” 

The Committee’s conclusions are not unanimous. All the members 
agree that assessments should not be based on imaginary whole- 
salers’ prices, so that “‘ uplifts ’’ would cease to be applied in case (b) 
above. But the majority recommend that prices should still be 
“ uplifted ” for tax assessment in so far as they may be reduced on 
quantity considerations or because a large retailer has a special buying 
advantage. The Report explains that in the majority view some 
levelling of tax assessments is still regarded as desirable in order to 
avoid unfairness to small retailers and to secure uniform taxation of 
price-maintained goods for which the public pays uniform prices. 
Two members of the Committee, who dissent from this part of the 
recommendations, consider that the “‘ uplifts ’ should also be removed 
on purchases by the large stores and other big buyers so that tax 
assessments would fully reflect economies in marketing techniques. 

The Report comments on a number of minor aspects of valuation 
practice. In particular it recommends that extra postage and other 
charges made for small purchases or special deliveries should be ex- 
cluded from the taxable value. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer made the following statement in 
reply to a Question in the House of Commons on May 12, whether 
the Government accepted the Committee’s recommendations :— 

‘** T am at present considering this Report, which is not unanimous. 
The subject . . . is a complicated one and the views of traders may 
well differ. I shall, therefore, be ready to consider any representations 
that those concerned may wish to make to me in the near future.” 


Purchase Tax Announcement 


THE Commissioners of Customs and Excise have had under review 
the liability to Purchase Tax of “ cords of the kinds used as blind and 
picture cords, whether twisted or plaited, not exceeding 3/16 in. in 
diameter ”’ and have decided that in future such cords will be regarded 
as outside the scope of Group 4 of the Tax Schedule (Haberdashery) 
and not chargeable with tax. This decision does not affect the 
classification of “‘ cords of the kinds known as lacing cords or crepe 
cords,” which remain taxable at the rate of 25 per cent. under 
Group 4. 

Notice No. 78D, at page 11, paragraph (3) should be noted 
accordingly. 
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U.S. Team Report on British 
Pressed Metal Industry 


N 1951 a Team of 15 Americans from the pressed metal industry 

paid a visit to Britain under the auspices of the Anglo-American 
Council on Productivity and the Economic Co-operation Admini- 
stration (now Mutual Security Agency). Its objects were, first, “‘to 
report all factors that might increase productivity in British stamping 
plants” ; furthermore, to determine what use had been made of the 
information obtained in the United States by the British Team which 
visited the States in 1949 and later published its report “Pressed 
Metal” (British Productivity Council, 2s. 6d.) ; and to take back to 
the United States any information on research, development, en- 
— or production likely to be useful to the stamping industry 
there. 

The Team's report, entitled ‘““The British Pressed Metal Industry” 
and published by the British Productivity Council (formerly Anglo- 
American Council on Preductivity: U.K. Section), makes this 
cardinal point among the conclusions : 

“The difference in philosophy, both economically and politically, 
between the two countries, and the fact that Britain has been through 
two devastating wars in twenty-five years make impossible a direct 
comparison between British and American methods and equipment.” 

Visits to 13 British plants revealed a wide variation from plant to 
plant in the technique and equipment used for mass production. 
In the Team’s opinion ‘‘the absence of large production runs is the 
most serious obstacle to the introduction of special-purpose tools 
and mechanical handling devices. There are, however, many simple 
devices and techniques which could be used on certain limited 
production runs and which would contribute to increased pro- 
ductivity.” 

Tribute is paid to relationships between the employers and the 
unions of their workers, which appeared to be at a high level of 
friendliness and cordiality, with the individual workers responding 
with a maximum of effort and intelligent co-operation to the drive 
to increase productivity in their plants . . . on the whole, their physical 
effort is greater than that of Americans, whose effort, however 
mechanical aids make more effective. : 

“One field in which British industry stands well ahead of America 
is in the matter of improving worker morale, and consequently 
productivity, through the maintenance of excellent welfare pro- 
grammes and good working conditions,” the Team state. 

In its conclusions the Team compares the industries of the United 
States and United Kingdom, in which it noted a great similarity 
between buildings and machinery, but points out that in America 
far greater use is made of such little things as jigs, fixtures, gadgets 
to remove parts from presses, magnets and applied air power, all of 
which reduce or eliminate human effort and increase productivity 
and suggests their adoption in the United Kingdom. ’ 

Among the recommendations made by the Team, one says that 
“On the part of management there is need for cost-consciousness 
recognition and adoption of improved methods of materials handling, 
production methods, improved plant layout, greater standardization 
and better co-operation between safety engineers and production 
personnel,” 

Also, the Team recommends the formation of an industry-spon- 
sored interchange of men which would “provide the Englishman 
with a clearer insight and understanding of this [the American] 
enthusiasm, and would impress upon the American the English 
pride in craftsmanship and the importance of maintaining high- 
quality levels.”’

High Level of Passenger Movement and Migration in 1952 


J i= TOTAL number of passenger journeys to and from the 
United Kingdom in 1952 was 7,152,000. Although this was the 

highest figure yet recorded it represented an increase of only 2 per 
cent. over 1951, compared with an increase of 10 per cent. between 
1951 and 1950. This smaller proportionate increase was due to a 
decrease of 2 per cent. in the number of journeys to and from the 
Continent. Of the total, the number of journeys by sea increased

by just over 1 per cent., while those by air increased by 5 per cent. 
(from 1,759,000 to 1,851,000) and represented 26 per cent. of the total 
compared with 25 per cent. in 1951. Journeys by sea on round trips 
(pleasure cruises and day trips) have been excluded from these figures 
and the tables below ; the numbers in 1952 and 1951 were: 6,000 
to non-European ports (7,000 in 1951), 8,000 to European ports 
and the Mediterranean (12,000) and 34,000 on day excursions to 
the Irish Republic (27,000). 


European Countries 


The number of journeys by sea to and from the Continent in 1952 
was 2,871,000, a decrease of 1 percent. The figure for 1952, however, 
is not completely comparable with those for previous years as it 
includes civilian passengers on British Government chartered vessels 


(amounting to about 30,000) who had not previously been included. 
There was a noticeable change during 1952 in the pattern of journeys 
by sea, the decrease being more than accounted for by a fall of 10 per 
cent. (from 1,831,000 to 1,645,000) in journeys to and from France 
compared with an increase of the same magnitude between 1950 and 
1951. The figure for sea movement to and from Holland, however, 
showed an increase of 25 per cent. in 1952 (453,000 compared with 
363,000) compared with a slight fall in 1951, but about a third of 
this increase was due to the better coverage mentioned above. A part 
of the increase was probably due to an increase of traffic to and from

Germany via Holland. This also applies to journeys to and from 
Belgium which increased by 9 per cent. (from 482,000 to 527,000) 
compared, however, with an increase of 22 per cent. in 1951. Other 
countries showed very little change. The number of passengers on 
Continental routes carried by ships flying the Commonwealth flags 
was 12 per cent. lower in 1952 and represented 53 per cent. of the 
total compared with 60 per cent. in 1951. 

The passenger movement by air between the United Kingdom and 
the Continent in 1952 fell slightly (from 1,042,000 to 1,016,000) and 
represented a slightly smaller proportion of the total than in 1951 
(26 per cent.). Table 4 gives the passenger movement by air 
separately for various Continental countries, Similar information 
is not available for earlier years. 'When comparing the figures in this 
table with those for movement by sea it should be remembered that a 
proportion of the figures of sea movement for some countries shown in 
Table 2 represent passengers in transit to or from other Continental 
countries. This is particularly so, of course, of the figures for France. 
To a much greater extent the figures for travel by air represent 
movements to passengers’ final destinations, 

The total number of journeys by sea and air between the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Republic (1,624,000) was 5 per cent. higher

than in 1951, air journeys having increased by 10 per cent. and sea 
journeys by 4 per cent. ‘The increase of 11 per cent. in the traffic to 
and from the Channel Islands was almost entirely accounted for by 
the increase of 28 per cent. in the number of journeys by air. These 
represented 37 per cent. of the total compared with 32 per cent. 
in 1951.

The number of arrivals by sea (289,900) increased by 10 per cent. 


at 990,000 was more than double the figure 


in 1951, a smaller proportionate increase than that in the total. Apart 
from a slight decrease in arrivals from Australia, there were increases 
from each of the main Commonwealth countries. The increase in 
arrivals from foreign countries was largely due to an increase of 14 per 
cent. from the United States. The number of departures (383,100) 
was 6 per cent. higher than in 1951, most countries showing an increase, 
the largest being Canada, which was 14 per cent. higher. 


Arrivals of each of the main classes of passengers increased in 1952, 
United Kingdom residents returning from abroad (50,100) by 11 per 
cent., immigrants (82,100) by 8 per cent. and visitors (156,600) by 
10 per cent. Of departures, United Kingdom residents (38,300) 
increased by 1 per cent., emigrants (181,800) by 7 per cent., and 
visitors (160,800) by 5 per cent. 

Total movement by air during 1952 (317,000) was 14 per cent. 
higher, arrivals increasing by 19 per cent. and departures by 11 per 
cent. Air movement represented 33 per cent. of the total, a slightly 
higher proportion than in 1951. Table 6 gives the air movement for 
1952 separately for the more important areas. It should be remem- 
bered that the figures represent direct movement to or from the areas 
shown and as many passengers on the longer routes break their 
journeys or change aircraft, the figures are not exactly comparable 
with the corresponding sea figures.

Migration 

The numbers of migrants by sea both to and from countries outside 
Europe were higher in 1952 than in any other post-war year. 

Immigration, at 82,100 was 8 per cent. higher than in 1951, which 
was the previous highest post-war year. The figures for both 
Commonwealth and alien immigrants were higher in 1952, the 
former, however, showing only a slight increase (from 67,700 to 68,700) 
while the latter increased by 56 per cent. (from 8,600 to 13,400). 
The increase in the alien figure was more than accounted for by an 
increase of 4,900 in the number of immigrants from the United States. 

Emigration of Commonwealth citizens (165,900) almost reached the 
post-war record of 166,600 in 1946 and was 10 per cent. higher than 
in 1951. This high figure was due mainly to increases of 10,000 
(36 per cent.) to Canada and 5,600 (58 per cent.) to New Zealand. 
Smaller increases were recorded for West Africa, South Africa, 
Southern Rhodesia and the British West Indies. Emigration to 
Australia (51,900) was 8 per cent. below 1951 and East Africa and 
India and Pakistan showed small decreases. Emigration of aliens 
at 15,900 was 15 per cent. below the high figure for 1951 (18,700). 
Of the total, 10,100 (14,200 in 1951) were persons of European 
nationalities emigrating to Canada and the United States, and 3,800 
(2,800) were United States citizens returning to the United States.

International Trade News Bulletin 


HE International ‘Trade News Bulletin, which is published 

monthly by the Secretariat of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT), is obtainable on a subscription basis. ‘The 
Trade News Bulletin is primarily a record of news reports on items 
related to the operation of the General Agreement. It provides in- 
formation concerning developments in commercial policy on a world- 
wide basis, lists changes in customs tariffs, import duties and export 
duties and quantitative controls on imports and exports. An index 
is issued annually. New trade agreements and other intergovern- 
mental trade arrangements are also given. 

Persons or organizations wishing to obtain the Bulletin should send 
for a specimen copy (English or French) and subscription form from 
the GATT Secretariat, Villa le Chene, Palais des Nations, Geneva, 
Switzerland. The cost of subscribing for one year, including postage, 
is 12 Swiss francs (or 3 dollars U.S., or £1 sterling, whichever is 
convenient). ‘The extra cost of airmail postage to countries outside 
Europe will be quoted on request. 


United Nations Fund for Economic Development 


A detailed plan for a Special Fund for grants-in-aid and low- 
interest, long-term loans to underdeveloped countries for their 
economic development, is contained in the Report, made public 
to-day, of a Committee appointed by the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations. 

The Report does not discuss the possibility or advisability of 
establishing such a Fund but deals only with the technical problems 
of how such a Fund, if established, would be organized and how it 
would work. 

No estimate of the size of the Fund is made, but the Report recom- 
mends that should the establishment be decided by the competent 
organs of the United Nations, it should only come into being by the 
voluntary pledging of the equivalent of a minimum of $250 million 
by at least thirty countries. 

This is one of 88 specific recommendations—all unanimous—put 
forward by the authors who served on the Committee in their personal 
capacities. 

The terms of reference of the Committee were drawn up by the 
Economic and Social Council and by the General Assembly. ‘The 
Report will first be considered by the Council at its sixteenth session 
opening in Geneva June 30 ; after which it will go to the Assembly.

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Increase in World’s Merchant Fleet 


The Annual Report of Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, 1952, states 
that the most recent statistical survey of the world’s mercantile fleet 
shows that it has increased during the past year by over 2:9 million 
tons gross. ‘The present world tonnage of 90-2 million tons gross is 
over 30 per cent. in excess of the pre-war figure, although this total 
includes about 12°5 million tons still in reserve in the United States. 
The report gives details of ships completed to class during 1952, work 
in hand at December 31, 1952, and plans approved for shipbuilding 
in 1952. ‘The report is issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, 71 
Fenchurch Street, London, E.C.3. 


Colombia 


The Royal Institute of International Affairs, Chatham House, 
St. James’s Square, London, S.W.1, has issued ‘“‘Colombia—a 
General Survey” by W. O. Galbraith. This study is an attempt to 
present a picture of Colombia which may serve both as an introduction 
to the country, and as a background to further study. ‘The book is 
divided into four parts, dealing with background information, such 
as history, geography, language and culture ; Institutions, including 
government, press and radio ; economy, and a review of the country 
in modern times. Copies cost 13s. 6d. from the Institute, address as 
above.

Bulbs for Miners’ Electric Lamps 

The revision of the 1938 issue of B.S. 535, “Bulbs for miners’ 
electric lamps” takes into account developments which have taken 
place in the field of portable mine lighting and is designed to cover 
the main types of bulbs now in general use. 

In view of the trend of modern practice, whereby the krypton- 
filled bulb is used almost exclusively in miners’ electric lamps, super- 
seding the argon-filled type, this specification applies only to the 
krypton-filled bulbs. 

Should the demand arise, argon-filled bulbs may be covered later 
by further additions to the range within the general framework of this 
specification. 

The requirements of this revised edition differ widely from those 
of B.S. 535 : 1938. A much shorter test life is now accepted to achieve 
the higher lumen efficiency, and the details of the specification have 
been altered accordingly. 

Dimensions of lamp caps and details of the torsion test machine 
are given in the appendices. Price 3s. 


Draw-off Taps and Stopvalves for Water Services (} in. to 


2 in. nominal sizes) 


The main object of the present revision of B.S. 1010: 1953 is to 
meet the demand for lighter fittings and this has been achieved with 
what is considered to be a minimum disturbance of manufacture by 
fitting headwork of smaller sizes in normal bodies, thereby enabling 
most of the existing tools and gauges to be used for the lighter taps 
and valves. 

Opportunity has been taken to clarify points of doubt in the in- 
terpretation of some of the clauses, particularly in regard to “rate of 
flow” restrictors embodied in taps controlling the feed to a water 
heater or similar apparatus, and the use of interlocking devices. 

Draw-off taps and stopvalves manufactured to this specification 
may bear the certification marks of the British Standard Institution 
and the British Waterworks Association under a joint arrangement 
operated by these two bodies.

Dimensions of corrugations and lengths of furnace are given, 
together with formulae for determining the minimum thickness of the 
furnaces.

Ample Rewards Await Energetic Manufacturers 


of Goods 


for Cuba 


The publication of the Report of the Crosland Mission to the Latin American countries has focused interest on the five countries 
visited by the Mission. It is proposed to survey trade prospects in some of these countries in the Board of Trade Journal. 
The article below deals with Cuba, and is contributed by The Second Secretary (Commercial) in Havana. 


HE Report of the Trade Mission headed by Brigadier W. H. 

Crosland, which visited five Latin American Republics in Novem- 

ber and December, 1952, was published* on May 5. In this 
article an attempt is made to follow up and amplify Chapter V of the 
Report which deals with Cuba by stressing some of the recommenda- 
tions made by the Mission and discussing them more fully. 

Five main recommendations are discussed, Advertising (both 
Individual and Group); Credit Terms ; Consumer Financing ; and 
Personal Visits. The final section contains some general remarks on 
other recommendations made by the Mission. 


Individual Advertising 


Advertising conditions and methods in Cuba are similar to those in 
the United States. Advertising is lavish and costs are high. All 
mediums are used, that is, radio, television, press, exterior bill-boards 
and neon signs and, to a much less extent, the cinema. Although some 
success can be achieved by a high quality product without advertising 
(provided the price is low enough), the fact remains that the popular 
taste in Cuba is conditioned by commercial advertising. Without it 
sales can never be expected to reach really worthwhile proportions. 
British manufacturers and exporters are therefore strongly advised to 
give all assistance within their power to their authorized representa- 
tives. Where imports are direct to a number of commercial houses, 
the manufacturer is usually expected to bear the whole cost of adver- 
tising. If, however, imports are restricted to one main distributor, 
then that distributor can be asked to share expenses. 

Sales literature provided by the manufacturer should be in Spanish. 
This is most important, whether or not the manufacturer is already 
represented in Cuba ; if he is, the Spanish literature will help to sell 
more goods ; if he is not, such literature will make a better impression 
on potential agents, many of whom cannot speak or read English. 


Group Advertising 


Group advertising by a number of manufacturers of a particular 


commodity can be very effective. The Irish Linen Guild has con- 
ducted a collective campaign for the past twelve months and most 
linen agents report that results have been satisfactory. There is no 
reason why other manufacturers’ associations should not follow suit. 
The fields in which greatest possibilities in this direction lie are 
perhaps the following : 

Bicycles. 

Woollen and worsted suitings. 

High quality cotton piece-goods. 

Motor vehicles. 

Shoes and leather goods. 

Domestic electric appliances. 

Bicycles are thought to offer a particularly fruitful field in that a 
collective campaign by all manufacturers interested in the Cuban 
market might convince the Cubans of the advantages of the British 
light-weight cycle in a tropical climate. Present Cuban taste, especi- 
ally in junior cycles, is for the heavier type manufactured in the 
United States and Continental Europe. But, with a temperature 
rising in the hot season to more than 95° F. and never, even in the 
cool season, falling below 65° F. during the day, a light cycle is 
pleasanter to ride. The Cuban cycling public must, however, be 
convinced, and advertising is the only means of convincing them. 

Exports of woollen and worsted suitings from the United Kingdom 
to Cuba have been generally satisfactory. Recent price increases,

however, have resulted in some falling off of orders. A judicious 
campaign pointing out the benefits of natural wool and the marked 
superiority of genuine British cloth should have beneficial effects. 

There is a satisfactory though limited market for high class cottons 
for shirtings and ladies’ dresses, but imports from the United Kingdom 
have hitherto been negligible. It is doubtful whether Britain can 
compete with local and United States manufacturers in medium and 
low priced cottons, but for the better qualities Britain has a justifiably 
high reputation which could be exploited. Collective advertising 
by cotton exporting interests would remind Cuban customers of this 
reputation. 

For motor vehicles perhaps the greatest need in advertising is to 
convince the potential purchasers that there are no difficulties regard- 
ing spare parts for British vehicles. ‘The general impression in Cuba 
is that the owner of any European car is likely to have difficulty in 
obtaining certain spare parts. In the past this has been true, but 
though the position is now much improved, the Cuban public is still 
unconvinced, and a number of sales are lost as a result. 

British shoes and leather goods have a well merited reputation for 
quality. Imports from the United Kingdom, however, are small, but 
could be increased by an advertising campaign stressing the high 
quality and consequent economy of British shoes and leather goods. 

Electrical Appliances. British domestic electrical appliances have 
at the moment a very minor share of the market. The share is in- 
creasing but could be made greater still by collective advertising. 
There are good opportunities for sales of electric irons, refrigerators, 
room airconditioning units, cooking stoves, washing machines, etc. 
Few carpets are in use so that there is no market worth mentioning 
for vacuum cleaners. 


Credit Terms 


Every durable product in Cuba is sold for the most part on hire 
purchase terms. ‘This means that either the distributor must have a 
high working capital, most of which would be tied up in stock in his 
warehouse or in the hands of his customers, or he must go to a finance 
company for assistance, or he must have liberal credit terms from the 
suppliers. ‘The distributor prefers to have credit from his suppliers, 
and in this highly competitive market an importer is likely to accept 
goods from the supplier who gives him the best terms. 

Many British manufacturers and exporters are now taking a more 
liberal view of payment terms, but there are still a number who 
insist on irrevocable Letters of Credit before shipment. The result is 
in most cases loss of business, either because the importer concerned 
can only afford to take a limited quantity of goods on these terms, or 
because he has been offered credit from other suppliers. The paying 
record of the private Cuban trader is generally good. Naturally the 
credit-worthiness of importers varies, but the Embassy is always at 
the service of British exporters for information on the standing of 
individual Cuban firms. 

For short term capital goods and high cost consumer goods terms 
should vary between 60 and 180 days sight draft. For long term 
capital equipment terms of up to 3 and 4 years are offered by some 
Continental European and United States suppliers. 


Consumer Financing 


As remarked in the preceding section on Credit Terms, there is a 
large amount of hire purchase business done in Cuba. ‘The finance 
companies who discount trade paper charge two per cent. per month 
on yearly balances to the borrower, and give only 85 per cent. of the 
net value to the trader. In many instances this has the effect of killing 
sales, especially of motor vehicles. 

If a number of British manufacturers and/or financial institutions 
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(e.g. insurance companies) could combine to form a finance company 
able to discount trade and retail paper for British goods at reasonable 
rates, the result should be enhanced sales of British products as well 
as a satisfactory return in dollars from the operations of the company 
itself. 


Personal Visits 


The value of personal visits of factory representatives whether or 
not the factory concerned is already represented in Cuba, cannot be 
over emphasized. Success in Cuba depends on a number of factors, 
prominent among them being the quality of the local agent. To 
appoint the right agent it is essential in most cases for a personal 
visit to be made by a Spanish speaking factory representative. l- 
though many Cubans understand English and speak it with varying 
degrees of fluency, there are, as is pointed out above in the section on 
Advertising, a number of first class agents who speak only Spanish. 
Moreover, the ability of a visiting representative to assess fully the 
possibilities of the market for his particular goods is obviously 
lessened if he cannot speak the language of the country and must 
rely on interpreters or on English speaking contacts. 

Flying visits are rarely of much value ; in general a visit should 
be of not less than one week’s duration and, depending on the type of 
goods concerned, the representative should be prepared to stay for as 
long as a month or more. A stay of this length can be of great benefit 
even where a manufacturer is solidly established in the country. Not 
only is the morale of the local agent thereby raised, but visits in the 
company of the agent to dealers also give the latter a sense of their 
own importance, and more often than not the net result is a satis- 
factory increase in sales. The beneficial effects would be in direct 
proportion to the visitor’s standing in his own firm. 

The length of stay is even more important when the purpose of the 
visit is to appoint an agent. Most of the leading importers are already 
bound by contracts with other suppliers and firms entering the market 
for the first time may have to be satisfied with an agent of second or 
even third class. It is essential, therefore, that careful choice be 
made between those that are available and this cannot easily be done 
in a matter of hours. 

All visiting representatives should be armed with literature in 
Spanish and firm quotations in United States dollars. Sterling is not 
understood in Cuba by a considerable number of traders and many 
otherwise satisfactory agents will not consider quotations in that 
currency because they cannot assess the relative competitiveness of 
the prices. 

Although personal visits have been strongly recommended, the 
Embassy must also stress the importance of ensuring beforehand 
that the proposed visit is at least potentially worth while. ‘There 
would be no point, for example, in a representative being sent by a 
firm manufacturing electric fires or other space heaters. It is suggested 
that the Commercial Relations and ou seney Department of the Board 
of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1., or the Commercial 
Department, British Embassy, Apartado 1069, Calle Capdeuila No. 
101, esquina a Morro, 9° piso, Havana, be approached first regarding 
the existence of a market generally for the goods concerned. 


Attention to Market Requirements 


From the Mission’s Report and from the foregoing, it will be 
obvious that ample rewards await the energetic and progressive 
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manufacturer of goods for Cuba, but can only be won by painstaking 
attention to market requirements. ‘The chief requirement is the 
lowest possible price, followed closely by quick deliveries and liberal 
terms of payment. Manufacturers who are not prepared to offer a 
reasonable combination of these three factors will make little or no 
headway in Cuba. 

Cuban importers are often impatient and intolerant ; they can 
afford to be, because so many exporters from so many countries want 
to sell to them. Shipments are carefully inspected on receipt and 
any imperfection or departures from sample quality are ruthlessly 
exploited to obtain concessions from the supplier. 

It is most important that installation and operating instructions and 
service manuals for mechanical products should be in Spanish. 
There are a number of excellent mechanics in Cuba, but few who read 
English well enough to understand complicated technical literature 
in that language. Operating and maintenance instructions in Spanish 
will help the user keep the machine in good condition and so enhance 
its reputation. 


Visit of Cuban Trade Mission 


N THE House of Commons on May 14, a questioner asked when 

a trade mission was to be invited to visit this country from Cuba, 
as recommended in the recently published report of the United 
Kingdom Trade Mission to the Caribbean. 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, replied 
that the Cuban Government had already been informed that Her 
Majesty’s Government would welcome a trade mission from Cuba. 
He was glad to say that this invitation had been accepted and that an 
important and representative trade mission would shortly arrive in 
this country. Arrangements were being made to introduce the misison 
to interested industries in this country and he hoped that their visit, 
which we owed to the initiative of Brigadier Crosland and his 
colleagues, would result in substantial export business.

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Nicaragua’s Five-Year Development 
Programme 


HER MAJESTY’S Ambassador and Consul-General in Managua 

reports that as part of the responsibilities of the newly formed 
Ministerio de Economia (Ministry for Economy) of the Government 
of Nicaragua will be the function of acting as the co-ordinating 
authority for carrying out recommendations for the Five-Year 
Programme, 1952-57. This programme results from the report of 
the mission under the joint sponsorship of the Government of 
Nicaragua and the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development which was made public in the autumn of last year. 
There is also in process of formation, under the aegis of the Ministry, 
a ‘‘ Development Institute ”’ which will be specifically charged with 
the task of translating the development schemes into effect. 

The programme formulated by the mission is designed to help 
the country move forward simultaneously in health, education, 
transportation, agriculture, industry and power, and the following 
specific objectives have been listed : 

Completion of a major highway network (now being constructed 
under a Bank loan) linking Managua with Granada, Leon, Chinan- 
dega, Jinotega, San Juan del Sur, the Tuma Valley and with the 
east coast; 

Establishment of a complete network of farm-to-market roads; 

Modernization of the railway; 

Rehabilitation of the major ocean ports and improvement of 
lake transportation; 

Establishment of pure water and sanitation facilities in the main 
towns and many of the smaller communities; 

Expansion of the present power capacity of Managua to triple 
its present size and formation of a network to connect with other 
important cities; 

Increasing the number of coffee trees by 25 per cent. and ex- 
pansion of cattle production to the status of a major industry; 

Establishment of several new industries, as well as a number 
of grain storage plants; 

Reduction in the rate of illiteracy and a rise in vocational and 
technical education and training; 

Creation of an adequate medium and long-term credit system 
and technical assistance for industry and agriculture. 

The over-all programme will involve the purchase of equipment 
from abroad covering the widest range, including school textbooks, 
hospital furniture, electrical plant, agricultural machinery, diesel 
locomotives and rolling-stock, and should therefore, present oppor- 
tunities for United Kingdom industry to compete in a variety of 
lines. 

Accordingly, it is suggested that United Kingdom manufacturers 
and exporters who feel that they have products to offer likely to be 
of interest in connection with this economic development programme 
may like to communicate with the Ministerio de Economia, Managua, 
directly or through local agents (where these have been appointed), 
preferably sending descriptive trade literature of what they wish 
to offer.

Anglo-German Discussions 


HE Vice-Chancellor of the German Federal Republic, Dr. 

Bluecher, and the Minister of Economics, Dr. Erhard, visited 
London on May 12 and 13 for discussions with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the President of the Board of Trade and the Economic 
Secretary to the Treasury. 

They discussed the questions of freer trade and currencies raised 
in the statements made by United Kingdom Ministers in the O.E.E.C. 
Council in Paris on March 23. There was general agreement as to 
the necessary conditions for progress towards the restoration of 
convertibility and the removal of restrictions on trade: notably, 
sound internal financial policies, the pursuit of good creditor polities 
by creditor countries and the availability of adequate financial support. 
There was full and frank examination of all these questions, and it 
was agreed that further discussions should be held in the future. 

Other economic matters of interest to both countries were also 
discussed. In particular, it was agreed that the stimulation of exports 
by artificial incentive schemes distorted the pattern of trade and 
impaired free competition ; the two Governments would consult 
further together and co-operate with other governments with a view 
to securing the progressive elimination of such schemes on an inter- 
national basis.

Denmark and Austria 


R MAJESTY’S AMBASSADOR in Copenhagen reports that 

Protocol was signed in Copenhagen on April 25 which extends 
the Danish/Austrian trade agreement from May 1, 1953, to April 30, 
1954. Under the previous Protocol the agreement expired on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1953, but this period was prolonged to April 30 and the quota 
amounts increased by two-twelfths pending the conclusion of discus- 
sions which led to the signing of the present Protocol. 

The value of trade under the present agreement is estimated at 
about Kr. 30 million in each direction. 

Austrian exports to Denmark will include pig iron, refined steel 
and steel products, iron and metal goods, machinery and apparatus 
‘(including electrical), plastic foil, dies or moulds for steel works and 
wood fibre sheets. 

Denmark is to export to Austria hog fat, casein, vegetables, cryolite, 
fresh eggs and egg products, fish conserves, animal and vegetable oils, 
pharmaceutical preparations (including insulin), and various machin- 
ery and apparatus.

Denmark and Norway 


HE® MAJESTY’S Ambassador at Copenhagen reports that a 

Protocol was signed in Oslo on April 25 extending the existing 
agreement (see Board of Trade Journal of May 3, 1952) until March 
31, 1954. 

Danish exports to Norway will include malting barley, molasses, 
plywood, cryolite, kieselguhr, fresh vegetables, asbestos, cement, 
pipes, ready-made clothing and domestic porcelain and faience. 

Norway will export to Denmark fish-meal, refined whale oil, 
crude whale oil, calcium nitrate, pyrites, ferro-alloys, vanadium, pig 
iron, wood fibre sheets, shell-fish and silicon carbide. Many of 
these goods are on the Free Import Lists of the two countries but 
quotas have been established to ensure export licences being made 
available by the exporting country.

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Sweden and Finland 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative at Stockholm reports that, 
according to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs, agreement has been reached with the Finnish Govern- 
ment that the Protocol of April 9, 1952, on Swedish/Finnish trade, 
which expired on March 31, 1953 (see page 969 of the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 10, 1952) shall remain in force until July 31, 1953. 
In view of the Finnish payments situation, it has not been possible 
now to establish new quotas for Swedish exports to Finland. The 
Finnish representatives have, however, declared that during the 
extended period of the agreement favourable consideration will be 
given to applications for licences for Swedish goods within the 
limits of Finnish quotas that could not be utilized to the full extent, 
during the period for which the agreement was originally valid. 


France and Italy 


A FRANCO-ITALIAN Mixed Commission met in Rome during 

April and agreed to extend the existing trade agreement of 
December 18, 1951 (see Board of Trade Journal of February 2, 1952, 
page 205 and December 20, 1952, page 1206) for a further six months 
until September 30, 1953. 

Trade in general will continue to take place at the rate obtaining 
up to March 31. No details of quotas have been published except 
for those relating to Italian exports to French overseas territories and 
for the goods contained in lists C and D of the original agreement 
which the French and Italian authorities undertake to export.

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Syrian Import Licensing Regulations 


HE following summary of Import Licensing Regulations at 

present in force in Syria, which is published for the convenience 

of United Kingdom exporters, replaces all previous Board of 
Trade Journal notices on the subject, except where specified. 


General Notes 


This notice refers only to imports of goods from the United Kingdom for 
which payment is made in Sterling, except where otherwise stated. 

The views of the Syrian Customs Authorities are not necessarily 
represented by the tariff numbers and the nomenclature quoted in the 
Appendices to this notice, which may also contain words registered in the 
United Kingdom as trade marks in relation to certain kinds of goods. 

Any inquiries in connection with this notice, to which amendments will 
be published in the Board of Trade Journal as they are received, should be 
made to: Tariff Section, Commercial Relations and Exports Department 
(Room 6154), Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, 
S.W.1.

Importers and Agents 


Under the Law on Foreign Companies, foreign trade is conducted only 
through firms properly established and registered in Syria, and under the 
control of Syrian nationals, or by branches of foreign companies having as 
their managers Syrian nationals resident in Syria. 

The Law distinguishes between Syrian agencies of firms established 
outside Syria, and Syrian branches of such firms. It directs that agents 
must be Syrian nationals, or companies in which Syrians have the controlling 
interest. 

Where an agent has been appointed, he must affix to all orders which his 
principals are executing for Syria a stamp showing the registration number 
of his agency for that particular firm. 

If the British suppliers have no Syrian agent, they must provide their 
importer with a staternent that they “‘ have no agent in Syria, and no agent 
outside Syria responsible for sales to Syria.” 

The Ministry of National Economy have stated that import licences will 
not be issued if these instructions have not been observed. 


Commodities 


For the purpose of import control, commodities are classified as follows:— 
(A) Goods, the import of which, other than by Government Depart- 
ments, is prohibited. 
(B) Goods for which import licences must be obtained in advance of 
shipment. 
(C) Goods for which licences must be obtained, but not in advance of 
shipment. 
(D) Goods for which no licences are required. 
(E) Goods, the import of which must be effected through the Port of 
Lattakia. 
Most commodities are in class ‘‘ B,”’ but a full list of commodities in the 
other classes is given at Appendix I. 
Some commodities may be imported only by certain individuals and 
organizations. ‘These are given at Appendix II. 


Exchange Control 


Foreign currency from official sources at the official rate of exchange is 
supplied only for imports of fuels, or also by a decision of the Council of 
Ministers. (Applications must be made after the import licence has been 
issued.) 

For all other imports, payment must be made either from free market 
Sterling*, or from assets held outside Syria ; on neither method is any 
control imposed. 

A letter of credit for goods purchased with official exchange must be 
opened within fifteen days from the date of issue of the import licence, and 
should be valid until the expiry of the licence. It may be renewed to 
correspond with any renewal of the import licence. 


Conditions of Issue of Import Licences 


Licences (for class “‘ B ”? commodities) are granted only against confirma- 
tion of an order, and must be obtained in advance of shipment. When 
official foreign exchange is to be provided, pro-forma invoices must be 
produced. 

With the exceptions given at Appendix IV, applications for import licences 
are subject to payment of a fee of 2 per cent. on the value of the goods, but 
not exceeding £ Syr. 10®. WHalf-rates are payable for amendments and 
renewals. 

Licences must be collected within fifteen days of their being granted. 

Goods, for which a licence has been granted, and of which the export is 
controlled in the country of origin, and/or for which Official Exchange has 
been granted, may not be sold in any country other than Syria, and the 
order may not be cancelled without permission from the Ministry of National 
Economy. For the first offence, the penalty for contravention is normally 
a fine of not less than half the value of the goods and not exceeding their

full value. A second offence entails the maximum fine and a term of 
imprisonment of between ten days and six months. 
Documentary Evidence 
The following documents must be provided when importing goods into 
Syria :—

2. Delivery order (obtained against surrender of bill of lading).

Invoices for goods exported 
from other places, where no Syrian Consul is established, need 
only certification by a Chamber of Commerce. 
Note.—Legalization or certification of the commercial invoice is not 
required, howeve A for goods despatched : 
(i) by parcel post, where the value of a consignment (or parcel) is less 
than £ Syr. 50*, 
(ii) by ordinary freight (ship or aircraft) where the value of the consign- 
ment is less than £ Syr. 100°®. 


Validity of Licences 
Import licences are valid for four months ; goods must arrive in Customs 


within that period. Provided application is made while the licence is still 
valid, renewals may be granted. 


Trade Marks 


The import of the commodities shown at Appendix III is not allowed 
unless duly registered trade marks are affixed to the goods. 


Customs Regulations 


Consignments may remain in Customs for six months, after which they 
may be sold. Storage charges are leviable after the first eight days in 
Customs, with only half-rates being charged for goods stored in uncovered 
places. Goods in transit, or for re-export, or imported into the Free Zone, 
are not liable for storage charges for the first ten days. 

When documents are not fully in order (e.g. not certified or legalized, as 
required above ; with an incorrect or ambiguous description of the goods ; 
etc.) a fine of 10 per cent. of the total Customs dues is levied.

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Free Exchange Market in Brazil 


ETAILS of the Brazilian commodities for which payments are 
eligible in part for the free market rate were published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on March 7 and May 2, 1953, pages 478 and 
910 respectively. 
It has now been confirmed that the Brazilian authorities have 
approved the inclusion of :— 
cotton yarn. 
raw hides and skins. 
Brazil nuts in the shell (until July 31, 1953.) 
Amazonian hard woods such as Jacaranda. 
in the category allotted 30 per cent. of the exchange proceeds at the 
free rate and of :— 
bananas (until July 31, 1953.)

in the category allotted 50 per cent. of such proceeds at the free rate. 


Imports at Official Exchange Rate 

A summary of the list of commodities which may be imported into 
Brazil at the official rate of exchange was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on March 21, 1953, page 593. 

The Comptroller of Currency and Credit has subsequently issued 
Instruction No. 54 which adds the following items to this list :— 

Tobacco leaves for covering cigars. 
Paper and other materials for the press and publications (ex- 
cluding machinery.) 

In addition, the Bank of Brazil has decreed that books imported by 
established dealers may be paid for at the official rate, provided that 
the normal documents are obtained in respect of each consignment. 
(Imports unaccompanied by the necessary documents, purchases by 
individuals and subscriptions must be paid for through the free 
market.) 


Payment of Commissions 

The Bank of Brazil have decreed that commissions due by Brazilian 
exporters to their agents abroad shall henceforth be payable, either 
wholly or in part at the official rate of exchange or through the free 
market, depending on whether the particular transaction for which 
such commission is due is itself conducted at the official rate or 
through the free market.
